ination of the town to protect itself.

Cc P. R. EXEMPTIONS 


Judgment has been rendered by the 
court of King’s bench of Manitoba in 
the C P. ® test tax case. The Judg- 
ment is that the twenty years’ exemp- 
tion from taxation in the province of 
Manitoba on the lands granted to the 
company onty begins to run when the 
land ie patented to the company. In 
the Territories, however, the judg- 
ment is that the company has no ex- 
emption from sahoo! taxation. In re- 
gard to the date of commencement of 
the twenty years term of exemption 
in Manitoba, the .hree judges were un- 
animous. But on the question of the 
right of school disiricts im the Terri- 
tories to tax without regird to the 
exemption claure,. Chief Justice Kil- 
lem and Justice Richards held against 
the company) while Justice Dubuc held 
that the position of school districts in 
the Territories was exacthy the same 
as that of municipalities im Manitoba. 
That ie to say that the exemption of 
twenty years only begins on the date 
of the msvce of the pitent.
